Found for Dread 
Thomb op hleb itis 


New Orleans, 
M arch 7 — A 
qu ick, easy , apparently alm ost 100 
per cent rem edy for one of m an’s 
oldest, 
m ost painfu l 
and often 
dangerou s leg diseases, throm bo­ 
phlebitis, was made pu blic today 
a t the Tu lane U niv ersity school of 
medicine. 
The trou ble is du e to blood clots 
in the calf. 
The remedy is one, 
sometim es two, injections of nov o- 
caine a t the base of the spine. 
This was described in sev eral 
medical papers by Michael De- 
bakey , M. D. and Alton Ochsner, 
M. D. of Tu lane’s departm ent of 
su rgery . 
Su ch leg trou ble may happen to 
any one. 
It occu rs more frequ ent­ 
ly in wfomen im m ediately after 
pregnancy or operations, in fat 
persons and in elderly people wrho 
hav e h eart or other debilitating 
conditions. 
The clot 
occasionally escapes 
from the v ein to endanger life by 
passing to the lu ngs 
or 
heart. 
More 
often 
it stay s 
where 
it 
formed, and finally 
becomes 
a 
fibrou s cord. 
There may be swell­ 
ing, u lcers or lifelong inv alidism. 
M any T reatm ents 
There 
are 
m any treatm ents. 
The Tu lane method is based on 
the fact th a t u su ally a spasm — 
th at is, contraction—occu rs in the 
area where the clot forms. 
The 
spasm is u nder control of one of 
the chains 
of 
the sy m pathetic 
nerv ou s sy stem . 
This chain to 
the leg em erges from the spine 
near its base. 
The nov ocaine 
a t 
th a t point 
tem porarily blocks action of the 
nerv e chain. 
The resu lt is to re­ 
lax 
the spasm 
in the calf. 
To 
date 7 1 cases w ith this treatm ent 
hav e been analy zed. 
Ninety per cent were com plete­ 
ly reliev ed by the first nov ocaine 
injection. 
The rem aining 10 per 
cent by a second shot.

th a patients .rarely 
hav e been able to leav e the hos­ 
pital within tw’o or three weeks, 
sometim es not for six weeks.

“Su ddenly the tru ck ex ploded 
and Lu ke C apps 
filling station, 
abou t 150 y ards away , and behind 
which I was sitting ir my car 


was lev eled to the grou nd”, Bob­ 
bitt said. 
Bobbitt said that the highway 
patrol had cleared of spectators 
the cem ent roadway , before the 
ex plosion for a distance of some 
200 y ards. 
A 30 foot gap w'as 
plou ghed u p by the blast.

“There is no dou bt,” said one 
of M acA rthu r’s friends, “th at he 
is determined to see the Philip­ 
pines fight throu gh to the finish.

Only an order w’hich, as a soldier, 
he wou ld hav e to obey w'ou ld g et 
him ou t.” 
The ru gged B ataan peninsu la 
had been chosen long before as 
the best section of Lu zon island 
on w'hieh to make a stand against 
nu merically su perior forces.

Strikes Still 
An audience of 130 million sits in on the v, ar 
Labor Board's fact finding hearings on the “little 
ateel” dispute involving 175,000 workers. 
T hat 
audience grants the nominal im portance to both 
sides o f “union security” and a $1 a day wage in­ 
creased 
But abo ve all that audience demands that 
ro t o ne of those 175,000 workers lose one ho ur's 
work. 
A fter Japan struck, labor pledged: no strikes: 
industry pledged, no lockouts. 
Yet unofficial W ar D epartm ent statistics in­ 
dicate man-days lost in strikes on Army w ar o r­ 
ders will to tal 32,700 for the first 26 days of Feb­ 
ruary . 
The 32,700 man-days lost last month m ay not 
seem im po rtant compared with hundreds of tho u­ 
sands of m an-days lost each month before Pearl 
Harbor. 
But they are im po rtant to th a t audience 
of 130 million. 
And the fact that time lost in­ 
creased over January—when "only” 8,000 m an-days 
on Army co ntracts were w asted—does not ease the 
Situation. 
Perhaps failure to obtain $1 more a day would 
work hardship on employes. 
Perhaps granting of “union security'' demands 
would work hardship on employer. 
H ardship? Well, th at is a word w> m ust all 
learn the m eaning of before we win this fight. 
So me o f us hav e already learned it to the fullest— 
the go b bombed to bits at Pearl H arbo r . . . the 
marine gro und into the sand of W ake Island . . . 
the Filipino machine gunned on the streets of un­ 
defended Manila . . . the soldier dying on Bataan 
that his comrades m ight fight on . . , these and 
mo re. 
Others of us have learned it already—the 
mo ther opening a wire beginning “The Navy 
De­ 
partment deeply regrets” . . . the Pearl H arbo r 
wido w working 
in a Los Angeles warplane facto ry 
• • • the families, sw eethearts and friends parting 
* . • the American w?ar prisoner laboring in Japan 
. . . the mean leaving home for 
$21 a m onth , . . 
these and more. 
Heavy defeat of the attem pt in 
the House to 
suspend ex tra overtime paym ent above 
40 hours a 
week “fo r the duratio n” indicates go v ernmental 


adoption of a clear labor policy m ay not be an im ­ 
m ediate prospect. 
Those 130 million do n't like that. 
They w ant thia “little stee!” dispute settled 
quickly and clearly. 
They w ant a definite governm ent labor policy 
th a t will stop— somehow—the flow of wasted m an- 
days. 
They w'ant labor to live up to its pledge: no 
strikes. 
They w'ant industry to honor its promise; no 
lockouts. 
They w ant employe and employer to realize 
this is W'ar—fo r slowly the ISO million are coming 
to know this themselves. 


Keep 'Em Firing 
W ars are won with bullets—rifle and machine 
gun bullets—so it is good news th a t the Rem ing­ 
ton arm s company will produce in 19 42 more small 
arm s am m unition than all U. S. facto ries turned 
out in the four years of W orld W ar I. 
W hat we set out to do, we can do, as Rem­ 
ington's perform ance proves. 
Nine m onths after 
ground was broken, the first plant was in operation. 
A second cartridge facto ry was completed in an 
even sho rter period, in addition to expansion of the 
original plant.

The records of the Civil Service 
Commission show abo ut 1,700 em ­ 
ployes have left the service since 
January 1, 1041. 
Included in that 
figure are appro xim ately 252 dis­ 
missed cases by the Civil Service 
Commission on charges of political 
activity in the 19 40 cam paign in 
violation of the Civil Service Act. 
These dism issals have occurred 
in the six m onths 
period 
since 
Governor Green 
announced, 
last 
Septem ber, th a t over 4.000 civil 
service w o rkers were 
under in­ 
vestigatio n 
fo r 
political 
acts. 
H earings fo r o ther employes fac­ 
ing such charges still are being 
held before 
civil 
service 
trial 
boards in cities thro ugho ut the 
state. 
Charges w'ere filed 
against a 
to tal of 39 3 state employes last 
year. 
There was no differentia­ 
tion of the nature of charges in 
the commission s statistics, but an 
official said abo ut 9 0 per cent of 
them involved political activity. 
Of the 39 3 casts bro ught before 
the Commission. 228 ended in dis­ 
missal of the employes named; 71 
defendants resigned their jobs be­ 
fore hearings wrere set fo r them ; 
charges against 42 were 
w ith­ 
draw n by complaining state of­ 
ficials, and the Commission found 
charges against 52 unjustified and 
ordered reinstatem ent of the a f­ 
fected employes. 
So far this year the Commis­ 
sion has ordered the dismissal of 
24 employes and resto red 17 to 
their jobs after hearings. About 
100 cases now are pending. 
V eteran employes of the com­ 
mission said the rate of turno ver 
due to resignatio ns and dism issals 
had been slower under the Green 
Republican adm inistratio n’s first 
14 m onths of control than after 
previous changes of party control 
of the state governm ent.

W ith the Japs o perating on inter­ 
ior lines on the o ther side of the 
earth they can shift forces around 
to gain superio rity anywhere. Fo r 
us to try to co unteract

fectual even at the utm o st of our 
ability. 
This additional

foolishness of trying to cover rat

All here 
now agree, in louder and louder 
tones, th at our hope of victory lies 
in concentratio n of o ur strength 
for offensive action.

m anufacturers revealed today. 
The thing people seem to fo rget 
is th at m anufacturers of 
peace­ 
time goods saw this w ar coming 
years ago. 
They sped up o pera­ 
tions and made huge sto res of 
essential goods, just in case the 
production of w ar weapons would 
get first call on raw m aterials, 
as has come to pass. 
M anufacturers’ stocks of goods 
in m any lines a e extrem ely low, 
executives report. 
Yet wholesal­ 
ers’ 
and 
retailers’ 
warehouses 
alrng w ith store shelves, are bulg­ 
ing w ith goods. 
Invento ries—th at is, stocks on 
hand—of goods 
in 
wholesalers’ 
hands are 25 per cent above last 
year, according to official D epart­ 
m ent of Commerce figures. 
Stocks of goods in departm ent 
sto res in the Second Federal Re­ 
serve A rea—New York, northern 
New Jersey and parts of Connec­ 
ticut—are 34 per cent above a 
year ago. 
The Second Reserve 
Area is typical of o ther trading 
regions thro ugho ut the nation. 
W holesalers’ sales to the stores 
from which you buy things were 
37 per cent above last year in 
January. 
M eantime, in January, 
sales of 23,657 independent retail 
sto res wrere only 18 per cent above 
last year and more than half of 
the retail sale increases represent­ 
ed higher prices, 
not 
increased 
turnover.

Americas’ Highway 
Aids U. S. Defenses 
as a Supply Route 


W ashington — (Wide W orld) — 
Nazi submarine attacks 
in

Caribbean Sea and the escape of

German battleships through 
the English Channel to the North 
A tlantic 
have 
combined 
alm ost 
o vernight to m ake the Pan-A m er­ 
ican highway vital to defence of 
the New World. 
No w ar machine can run w ith­ 
o ut 
raw 
m ateriala. 
W ith 
the 
O rient aevered as a source of sup­ 
ply. m any of these m aterials m ust 
come from South Americfc. 
They 
m ust come, most of them, through 
the Caribbean Sea, where the U- 
bo ats h&ve harried their passage. 
W hen the Pan-Am erican high­ 
way is finished, at lea at aome of 
these w ar m aterials can travel on 
it. Ships which now carry them 
can then be freed fo r the increas­ 
ing tasks of w ar abroad. 
A t the present time, the air­ 
plane is the only means of com­ 
munication 
between 
the 
United 
States and the Canal. Arm y men 
say no t even a bicycle could get 
through the tangled jungle block­ 
ing part of the land route. 
The Central Americaa are co­ 
o perating to speed the Pan-A m er­ 
ican road over this 
m ost 
vital 
stretch. 
Late in January Secretary of 
Commerce Jesse Jones appeared 
before the House Appropriations 
Subcommittee 
to 
ask 
for 
im ­ 
m ediate spending of 
$7 ,000.000 to 
prepare m acadam roadway in the 
next year and a half. Engineers 
have been at work in Costa Rica 
and N icaragua since December 
27 . 
The House Committee was told 
the first 80 miles of road no rth­ 
w ard from Panam a was o f the 
“very highest defense character” 
since it provided the oly access to 
Rio H ato airpo rt, r guardpoat for 
both coasts and for the Canal It­ 
self. The next 45 0 miles were “al­ 
m ost of equal 
m ilitary signifi­ 
cance” as a land link to San Joee 
airpo rt in Costa Rica, 
45 miles 
from the sea and 4.000 feet in the 
air, on a plateau. 
Connected by 
rail with Punta Arenas on the P a­ 
cific Coast and Puerto Limon on 
the Caribbean, this airpo rt could 
be kept in operation by land via 
the highway if the sea appro ach­ 
es w'ere threatened. 
The biggest gap in the road to­ 
day 
is 
the 
300 
miles 
between 
no rthern Colombia and the P ana­ 
m a Canal Zone. This stretch is 
no t yet surveyed. 
At the Canal 
itself, a highway substitute for the 
w'ater link is now under co nstruc­ 
tion.

W orld)—A 
flock of 150 Canadian wild geese, 
fly ing in a “V” form ation, pinion­ 
ed northw ard up the A tlantic sea­ 
board this week and back-y ard 
gardeners from south Jersey to 
Maine, 
scenting spring, 
began 
scraping last y ear's caked mud 
from their garden tools. 
Inland a t Pittsburgh household­ 
ers were digging them selves out 
from under 17 inches o f snow. A t 
Buffalo m otorists 
and 
railroad
